The purpose, he said, was 
to define the boundaries of territory 
which included Bast St. Louis and vi- 
cinity. 

Von Harten denied that anything came 
of the conference, as he sail ‘conditions 
were unchanged. The Attorney-General 
sought to draw out that there was an 
understanding by which one company 
should not:interfere with the trade of 
the other in the continguous territory. 

Von Horten testified that he was let 
out by the Waters-Pierce Co. in 19v4 
and established the Southwestern Oil 
Company, which did business for three 
months, when it was bought out by the 
Waters- Pierce Co. and he (Von Hor- 
ten) was given back his old position.

Ralilroads Are Cut Off. 


All the valley towns are under water, 
the depth ranging from eight to twenty 
feet.

With the water 
already standing on the streets at such 
a depth that it is no longer safe for 
residents to remain in the first stories 
of thelr houses, the men are organizing 
in each town and either removing the 
helpless ones to the second stories or 
carrying them away to places of safety. 

The town of Catlin was swept away 
after the inhabitants had fled to the 
hills. Near Kelso a raging torrent is 
rushing through the lowlands, destroy- 
ing thousands of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty. The Cowlitz River jumped to 20 
feet above low-water mark. The big 800- 
foot drawbridge between Kelso and Cat- 
lin broke from its fastenings and was 
carried dowm the swollen river. 

Nine steamers have left Portland for 
the Cowlitz River to recover great 
booms of saw logs, broken loose near 
the headwaters of the river, and are 
being swept toward the Columbia River. 
It is variously estimated that from 2.- 
000,000 to 3,000,000 feet of logs are adrift.

Street Commissioner Valliant 
Plans Substitute for 
Bridge Scheme. 





TERMINAL BROKE FAITH 














Property Values on Street Are 
Ruined by Closing of 
Thoroughfare. 


Street Commisisoner Valliant has an- 


nounced a plan for opening Clark ave- 
nue through Union Station by means of 
a subway. 

Clark avenue has been closed from 
Eighteenth to Twentieth streets since 
the stution was built in 1891. At the 
time the: station Was planned owners cf 
Clark avenue property protested against 
the clesing of the street. To s. 
them, the Terminal HKaiiroad Associa- 
tion agreed by ordinance to contribute 
$150,000 toward the construction of a 
vridge over the station train shed. 

Frequent efiurits uave veen made to 
compel the Terminal to keep its prom- 
ise, but the bridge was never built. 

Ordinances for opening the street by 
building the bridge have at various 
times been. introduced into the Assem- 
bly, but have failed to pass. In the last 
five years residents on the street, dis- 
couraged by repeated failures, have sold 


their property and removed from the ' 
district, pocketing their loss and aban- | 


doning the project. 

The principal reason given why the 
project was not carried out was the. 
physical impossibility, as it was termed, 
of constructing a bridge to cross the 
station, beginning at Eighteenth street 
and ending at Twentieth street, as the 
ordinance provided. For a bridge of any 
other description the Terminal Railroad 
Association could not be held liable. It 
was suggested as a way out of the 
difficulty that the approaches be run at 
right angles alon Eighteenth ani 
Twentieth street. is suggestion was 
also declared impracticable, and the en- 
tire project has been sleeping for half 
a decade. The plan of Street Commis- 
sioner Valiant revives it. 

Exten Bridge Approach. 

The plan of tne Street Commissioncr 
is to extend the approaches of the 
Bighteenth street bridge beyond Clark 
avenue, leaving that street to pass und r 
the bridge. The plan is then to sink 
Clark avenue until it sha’'l be at a level 
with the underground portio. of Union 
Station, which was excavated during the 
World’s Fair. This excavated - portion 
forms baggage areas under the tract on 
which the trains run into the station. 

The Street Commissioner prop ses that 
the Terminal Railroad Association be in- 
duced ¥ grant a right of way for the 
street through its subterranean area. 
The street is to come to the surface on a 
gentle grade east and west of the sta- 
tion .and thus Clark avenue is to be 
opened again to traffic. 

“T have no doubt,” said Street Com- 
missioner Valliant to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, ‘‘that the Terminal Rallroad 
Association can be induced to grant 
concession to vehicles. They may ob- 
ject to granting it to pedestrians. but 
they themselves, I believe, would be 
benefited by supplying an easy access 
to vehicles into their baggage areas. 

“The only difficulty in the plan would 
be to get'the consent of the Postoffice 
Department to the extension of the ap- 
proaches to the Eighteenth’ street 
bridge. The department has acquired 
the land at Eighteenth street and Clark 
avenue as the aite for the new Post- 
office. The change in the approaches 
to the bridge would compel the design- 
ers of the new Postoffice to raise the

“The planning of the building has not 
been begun, and the contemplated 
change can easily be brought about now, 
where it would be impossible after the 
Postoffice is built.” 


Terminal Conference Soon.

$60,000 SHORTAGE IN 
THE CUBAN TREASURY.

HAVANA, Cuba., Nov. 16.-—-For sev- 
eral weeks Ernesto Fonts Sterling, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in Palma’s ad- 
ministration, has been in daily consulta- 
tion with suhb-officials of that depart- 
ment, who are said to have reached a 
state bordering on panic because they 
cannot account for $60,0000 slleged to be 
missing from that department because 
of loose methods during the recent rev- 
olution. 

A man holding a high position in that 
department said to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent today: 

‘Vouchers have been made to cover all 
the war expenses, but after utilizing 
every available excuse there is still a 
shortage of $60,000 for which we cannot 
possibly find an excuse for making 
voucners.”’ 

The official intimated that vouchers 
were manufactured to order for even 
greater amounts than the alleged short- 


age. 

At the beginning of the war com- 
manders of forces were given . blank 
check books with unrestricted authority 
to draw against the treasury. Some had 
never handled money before, These 
men are said to have all been short in 
their reports, being unable to furnish 
vouchers for all their expenses. 

Col. Galdos, commanding at Cienfgue- 
goes, drew about $280,000 and is said to 
have furnished vouchers for only $130,- 
000, while Cienfuegos business men think 
thag he did not spend more than $30,000 
in defense of that city.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16.—Two 
men are dead, two others dying and an- 
other seriously injured as the result of 
a deadly pistol battle last night in an 
attempted robbery of a saloon by two 
masked robbers. 

Shortly before 10 o’clock two men with 
handkerchiefs over their faces and re- 
volvers in their hands entered the sa- 
loon of John O’Connell at Sixth and 
Brannan streets. All complied with the 
order to hold up their hands given by 
the’ masked men except George O’Con- 
nell, @ pensioned police officer, who 
drew his revolver and commenced 
shooting at the robber near the Sixth 
Street entrance. 

Seeing the gun flash in O’Connell’s 
hand, the two robbers began firing at 
almost the same moment. When the 
smoke of the battle cleared away four 
men were lying on the floor of the sa- 
loon, three of them dying and a foufth 
seriously injured—O’Connell with two 
bullets In his chest, Stephen Lynch, 
twice shot in the abdomen; Louis Dela- 
tour, with his jaw torn away and Mi- 
cheel Ke y, shot in the ear. 

From 8! Sixth street door a red 
trail led acroga the street to the side- 
walk opposite the galoon, where was 
found one of the robbers with the mask 
still on. He was dead, with two bul- 
lets in the chest. The second robber 
escaped. The dead man was identified 
by Detective Sergeant O'Dea and De- 
tective Reagan as Frank Burke, an ex- 
convict. 

O’Donnell died soon after being ta'.n 
to the Central Emergency Hospital, 
where it is said that Lynch and Dela- 
tour, both laborers, cannot recover.

this young man—James Worthington by 
name—had been paying the city 
for the privilege of driving over 
it with his wagons and gathering up 
the garbage. He carted the city’s ref- 
use to a point four miles from the sub- 


urbs and converted it into pork. 
Took Ed Butler’s Job. 


St. Louis contractwith Ed Butler for 
collecting and reducing the garbage had 
expired and was not to be renewed. The 
city authorities prepared to adopt a sys- 
tem of municipal garbage collection, but 
it had no reduction works or tncinerat- 
ing plant. It was then that Worthing- 
ton came forward with his suggestion. 
Hie would, if permitted, be glad to es- 
tablish a hog ranch out of smelling dis- 
tance below St. Louis and let the pork® 
ers forage upon the city’s refuge. 
Seeing no better: way out of the di- 
lemma, the city authorities leased Ches- 
lev Island and ‘turned Worthington and 
100 head of Colorado ranch hogs loose 
upon it. The garbage wagons were 
driven.to barges on the river front, and 
the -refuse dumped out, and then the 
fleet of barges was convoyed down the 
river by municipal cruisers. 

As day after day rolled by, Worthing- 
ton saw the refuse of St. Louis growing | 


hoof, and inside of a year 
lin pig that he brought from Col- 
orado was a rolling fat hog of 350 
pounds, worth $21 at the stockyards in 
St. Louis.

Worthington now has 
hogs on Chesley Island, rangin in 
age from one day to two years. Their 
farbage feast ends only when they 
are driven from the island down the 
gang planks of a steamboat and 
start on thelr journey to the stock 
yards. They are purely a garbage 
product, but they command as high a 
market price as the corn-fed hog, and 


ja higher price than the porker that 


roots among the leaves for acorns and 
grows fat upon the product of the oak 


tree. 
Hog Idea Is Biblical. 


“I got my Inspfration to utilize the 


waste products of the city from the 

2 hle.” said W orthington to a Post- 
“thie AEP reporter. “You remember the 
parable of the loaves and fishes. After 
Christ had fed the multitude He di- 
rected His disciples to gather up the 
crumbs so that nothing mizht be 
wasted. I consider the lowly Nazarene 
the first garbage collector. And then 
we have the exaniple of John Green- 
leaf Whittier, the poet. He was walk- 
ing along tha street one dav and saw 
a piece of bread lying in the gutter. 
He stopped and picked it up and laid 
jt on a stone, remarking that it would 
make a meal for a hunery dog. 

“IT believe that nothing ought to fe 
wasted. It would be a great shame to 
incinerate the garbage of St. Louis. 
Nothing would be saved from it. T am 
converting {t into pork. Others might 
make fertilizers or oils out of it. In 
Denver myself and brothers collected 
the garbage and paid the city $25 for 
the privilege. We fed it to hogs. , The 
contractors. there now have the Same 
arrangement with the Denver authori- 
ties. I could not get out of it, owing to 
the size of the city which makes the 
haul to thé river so long 

“T have made a proposition to the 
city to dispose of the garbage after it 
is collected for less money than it now 
cysts. The city is paving about $63 a 
rear for ee, the garbage from its 
evee to Chesley Island. I figure that 
I can do it some cheaper—not a great 
deal. but some. 

“What are your arrangements with 
Mayor Wella concerning Chesley Is- 
land?" he was asked. 

“I have a jease on the island. I 
don’t care to go into details about the 
terms of my lease. I consider it a 
oer proposition both to myself and 

Mayor elis. I pay him enough to 
cover the tuterest, on his investment, 
his taxes, and to give him a small 
income besides. T am taking pretty big 
chances because the city cannot make 
a contract with me. Pf some other plan 
of garbage disposal were adopted ! 
would find myself here with 3000 hogs 
with nothing to feed them on, and ten 
or twelve large pens that would he an 
asset only to the value of the lumber.”

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TRIED ALIVE ON 
NETWORK OF WIRE 


Power Has to Be Shut Off Be- 
fore Man’s Body Can Be’ 
Removed, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 1’.—Lifeless 
from an electric shock and swinging in 
a network of wires, the body of Harry 
Lyons, an electrician in the New Al- 
bany Fire Department, was burned in 
places to a crisp while persons, who 
were attracted to the place by a ’ terri- 
fying scream of the dying man as he 
came into contact with alive wire, were 
powerless to remove ie body until a 
telephone message had been sent to the 
power house to shut off the power, says 
the Herald. 

Lyons had ascended a pole to adjust 
a wire when he came into contact 
with a live one. He uttered a niercing 
scream and his lifeless body fell 
across the wires. A number of people 
were attracted to the scene and could 
see the body lying across the wires, 
the smoke rising from his clothing 
and flesh. Some one telephoned the 
powerhouse to shut off the power. A 
fire alarm was sounded, calling to the 
scene the Fire Department. By the 
time the Fire Department arrived the 
power had been shut off, and the fire- 
men, by means of ladders, lowered the, 
body to the ground, when it was found 
that in rlaces the flesh was burned to 
a crisp. Coroner Starr was summoned, 
and after he had viewed the body it 
was taken to the undertakiag estab- 
lishment of John Hill to be prepared 
for burial, after which it was removed 
to the family residence, 429 East Sixth 
street. 

With the exception of a few months, 
during which time he was retired on 
account of a change in the city ad- 
rrinistration Lyons had been a member 
of the New Albany Fire Department for 
12 years, and he was regarded as one 
of the most reliable and efficient men 
in the service. Besides his wife, he is 
survived by four children. He was 44 
years of age. Mr. Lyons was a member 
of Ivanhoe Lodge, Knights of Pythias, 
in New Albany, and was a good citizen. 

On account of the accident the fire 
alarm boxes in New Albany were burnt 
out and Capt. Joseph Featheringill 
Chiet of the department, published a no- 
tice directing persons in the city to send 
fire alarms by telephone. The accident 
happened in front of the residence of 
Thomas M, McCulloch, 1751 Fast Mar- 
ket street, and was witnessed by Mrs. 
McC ullough, who was prostrated by the 
shock. Her condition was reported to be 
alarming.
